WHY SIBERIA? 
From the Chicago Tribune. 
REDERICK A. SMITH, the Tribune corre- 
spondent in China, found in Siberia a ‘bitter 
animosity existing between American troops along 
the Siberian Railway and the Japanese operating 
with the Cossacks in these regions. 

That conflict may be inherent and irrepressible 
in racial needs and antagonisms. 
Japanese turn they encounter American interfer- 
ence, objection and resistance. They are virtual- 
ly barred out of the United States. They come In, 
but the Pacific coast asserts that it is part of a 
white man’s country, will not endure Japanese 
contact and competition, and the nation has a 
diplomatic agreement with Japan to keep out the 
bulk of Japanese who want to come here, 

They are not wanted in Hawall. They are not 
wanted in the Philippines. The United States ob- 
jects to the acquisition of Shantung. It is In dis- 
agreeable contact with the Japanese in Siberia. 
There is a feeling in Japan that we were respons!i- 
ble for the loss of the larger fruits of Japanese 
victory in the Russian war. 

This empire, which feels the necessity of ex- 
pansion, encounters American opposition in al- 
most every direction In which it turns and now 
it finds the most futjle, exasperating opposition in 
Siberia. The conflict may be irrepressible. 
frontiers of two civilizations, two racial ambitions, 
two national impulses may be extending to touch 
the struggle, but why complicate the question by 
a strange and grotesque employment of American 
troops in Siberia? 

Why should Americans try to guarantee order- 
ly operation of a Siberian railroad when there is 
disorder on Mexican railroads? It ts inexplicable 
folly. Something has, seemingly, gone beyond our 
comprehension and sense ¢€ direction. A wind 
hits what we have to ca: ternational policies, 
and without purpose we go whirling Mke leaves 
into Siberia, into Northern Russia, into Silesia—- 
may go into Armenia—into blind alleys and holes. 

It is a gigantic perversity of national purpose. 
All we are doing in Siberia is exasperating the 
Japanese and complicating our international life 
without serving a national plan. 


KOREAN INDEPENDENCE. 
From the Indianapolis News. 


DUCATED Koreans of broad vision and in- 
trepid courage are keeping up a lively and 
persistent campaign for the release of Korea from 
Japanese control. Whether this will ever be ac- 
complished depends largely upon the Asiatic pol- 
icy of the greater Powers, and that policy is being 
slowly evolved by the process of pre-war diplom- 
acy, hence there is no certainty as to what will 
happen. At present considerable interest attaches 
to what these Koreans have already achieved. 
Korean independence is advocated by two dis- 
tinct classes of contenders—those whose first 
consideration is the liberty and welfare of the 
Koreans, and those who wish first of all to em- 
barrass Japan, and who see in the Korean situa- 
tion an excellent opportunity to place Japen in a 
bad light before the’ world. Both classes have 
done much to bring the plight of the Koreans 
before the world, and to arouse sympathy for 
them. Korea, formerly known to the world only 
through the meager siftings of the Japanese cen- 
sorship, now stands out as an oppressed nation 
struggling for freedom, a not unheroie role to 
play in the world as the war Taft it. 
The Korean petition to the peace conference 
dicates that the Koreans are determined to ex- 
haust every device for making their case known 
to the world, but there ts nothing In it to show 
that they are cognizant of the measure of liberty 
which they have already won. .Liberty is a com- 
parative term, and by comparison the Korea, 
which even two years ago was a dark slave pen, 
is now a nation, with a nation’s ideals and aspira- 
tions, free to plead its case before the world and 
making the most of its freedom. A people agreed 
on such a pelicy canot long be held in a state of 
subjection by any Power.

Dutch soldiers, frontier guards, who 
were quite unable to cope with the 
situation on their own responsibility. 
For a time they had been in com- 
plete ignorance of the identity of the 
travelers who sought to enter Hol- 
land's domain. It was these faithful 
guards that in jerky, excited fashion 
described the affair to us from the 
beginning to the time of our arrival 
at the station.

“Commodity prices show a reces- 
sion from the high levels reached 
during August. 

Demand for Better Goods. 

“Sales, both wholesale and retail, 
in many sections are reported to be 
in excess of those for previoug 
months and for the same period last 
vear. Stocks of both wholesalers 
and retaijers in leading lines are 
running low, and complaint is being 
made of difficulty in obtaining mer- 
chandise. The demand for high 
grade goods continues. 

“In agriculture there has been a 
further increase in the estimated 
yield of corn, as against small d>- 
creases for spring wheat and oats 
Both wheat and oats show low vield 
per acre, and the quality is poor. 

‘A continuance of building activ- 
_ity is reported, labor difficulties and | 
shortage and high cost of construc- 
tien both for labor and material 
have continued to be retarding fac- 
tors. Continuance of a satisfactory 
amount of building throughout the 
winter is predicted. 

“Official figures for the month of | 
September show a decrease to $161.- 
100,000 in the export balance from | 
the figure of $338.900,.000 for the 
month of August.

N THAT wonderfully beautiful, yet fearfully 
devastated country where the Turk has held 
sway so long, high up among its majestic moun- 
tains, there is nestled the charming city of 
Sivas. Though 150 miles removed from the 
nearest railway station, this city of the hills has 
grown to include in its population about 60,000 
souls.

She was able to lead the Ar- 
menian girls to enjoy life in its larger and better 
meanings after the same manner as she did herself, 
and she found the same glad, human response in the 


hearts of the girls of Sivas as she had known in the 


girls in her college life back home. 


This capital city of the district bearing the same 


name was exactly the place where a girls’ school would 
exert a wide influence. Into such a work the little 


woman of Sivas threw herself. The girls flocked to 


the school until the list of teachers grew to 17, and out 
from these college halls a current of life flowed that 
was calculated to change the ideals and outlook of all 
life, because it transformed young womanhood. No- 


where could the American girl of Sivas exert a greater 


influence than in just such a place as this. 
Others besides the good-intentioned people of Amer- 


ica had eyes on this district, and not always with the 
same good purpose. Before the flood of war was let

many was known to have expressed the hope thal 
some day there might be a German Governor resident 
in Sivas. 

Miss Graffam became one of the principal figurez 
of the city. Her institution, a mission school of the 
Congregational Church in America, served all the girls 
who came to it without religious test of any kind, and 
sought only to make life everywhere bigger and better 
than before. The faculty of eight men and nine wom- 
en whom Miss Graffam direcged were all Armenians, 
and they readily caught her spirit and reflected her 
ideals. : 

Then the war came! Then the Turk launched a per- 
secution fiercer than had ever been known before in 
ali the bloody history of Turkish misrule in Armenia. 

The chief object of Turkish hate was the leadership 
among the Armenians. Against the educated people 
the fiercest, hardest blow must be struck, so the school 
of Sivas had to suffer. Of the eight Armenian men 
who were teaching in the school seven were killed out- 
right and the other was driven away and losf” All of 
the nine women were deported. Their leader was left 
alone. The girls of her school were all taken aways 
in the “march of death” toward the desert. Twenty- 
six thousand Armenians were counted by Miss Graffam 
or by those whofn she could trust as they crossed the

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bridge on the road that led toward the trackless 
waste. | 

The faithful teacher could not remain at home when 
the pupils, her heart's treasures, were being marched 
away to a lingering suffering and an experience of hor- 
rors that would be a thousand times worse than death. 
She resolved to go with them, serve them as she might 
and protect them if she could. Hour after hour and 
day after day for three weeks she walked with her 
people, endured exposure with them, saw their horrors 
and shared their sorrows 

Her experience is perhaps unparalleled. She wit- 
nessed the cold-blooded murder of the men and could 
not prevent it. She saw the fine young women whom 
she respected and loved torn from the embrace of 
pure affection and enslaved in the clutches of lust. She 
watched the weary wasting of life through starvation 
and exposure till the weak ones fell dead or dying by 
the wayside, and yet she could fielp only so far as the 
little food that she carried could be divided with the 
hungry. She had no power to stay the Turk and Kurd, 
who in their madness exceeded all former cruelties. 

The presence of the American girl of Sivas with the 
deported Armenians was not relished by the Turkish 
soldiers or the Kurdish maurauders. She was not an 
Armenian and they hesitated to interfere with her min- 
istry of mercy. Yet she was marked for destruction. 
and on one occasion she saw the order for her own 
execution. These things did not terrify her. They 
only spurred her on fo greater heroism in the attempt 
to serve the persecuted people 

When she saw she could render no further service to 
the deportees she resolved to go back to Sivas to look 
after her school property and help the Armenian rem- 
nant that might be found in or about the city. She 
journeyed back over the ground covered in three weeks 
of weary tramping and reached again the fair mountain 
city. 

In a new way she threw herself into the work of he: 
mission. She reopened the schoo! for such pupils as 
she could secure. She became the business manager 
and treasurer of the relief work for the whole dis 
trict. With the help of native doctors she opened a 
hospital to fight the increasing ravages of disease, and 
gathered the uncared for Armenian children into an 
orphanage. 

This activity, especially when directed for the relief 
of a people who had been marked for extermination, 
could not escape the alert eye of the unslumbering 
Turk. Again Miss Graffam was marked for death. 
She was as watchful, however, as the Turk, and was 
able to continue her work to the end. She saw that 
one person was both a leader in the persecutions and 
an ingenious inventor of new forms of cruelty. She 
thought it wise to keep her eyes on him, and she did 
so. for her own good and to the advantage of hei 
work. ’

ploited for private gain :: —:: 


8 THERE a lesson for American students 
of the liquor problem in the experience of 
Sweden, which has passed through the 
entire gamut from what might be termed 
national inebriety to total prohibition, with the 
exception of beer? If so, there will be -wide- 
spread interest in the conclusions drawn by 
Dr. Ivan Bratt of Stockholm, author and director of 
the so-called Stockholm System, which have just been 
published in the American Scandinavian Review. His 
deduction is, in brief, that under a regulated sale of 
liquors and spirits, drunkenness showed a monumental 
decrease; while under total prohibition, beer exeepted, 
cases of intoxication displayed as sensational an ad- 
vaycee. His explanation is that total prohibition of- 
fers a tempting field for exploitation by manufacturers 
of denatured spirits and operators of private stills. 

Sweden, always a country of notable drinkers, was 
brandy-soaked 80 years ago, according to Dr. Bratt. 
The habit of strong drink had been growing ever since 
the Crusaders brought back from the Orient the secret 
of distilling brandy. In the great plague epidemics it 
was_ used as a medicine. Once kndwn to the people at 
large, it could not easily be-locked up again in the 
apothecaries’ cupboards. Heavy drinking became the 
great national evil. 


A tax 


levied on private brandy stills before the 
Swedish liquor reforms of the last cewtury showed 
100,000 private stills in operation, and in 1829 the 
amount of brandy consumed in the kingdom was esti- 
mated at the appalling total of about 46 quarts annual- 
ly per person. The situation was attacked by the 
elimination of the private still, and by a system con- 
trolling the gross amount of spirits sold. A great im- 
provement was effected. 


In the spring of 1914 a new method was inaugurat- 
ed—the Stockholm System, devised by Dr. Bratt. It 
assailed the problem from the buyer's end. It regu- 
lated by a card system the amount of spirits which 
each person was permitted to purchase. Then the war 
came. A gradually increasing shortage of supplies 
compelled the utilization of this drink reform mech- 
anism to divert food supplies, such as potatoes, from 
liquor manufacture. The amount of strong drink per 
person was diminished pro- 
gressively until it reached 
zero, and total prohibition 
was attained, beer, however, 
remaining without interfer- 
ence. Dr. Bratt explains the 
consequences of the various 
steps in more detail: 

“Sweden, in the last five 
years, has passed through 
three successive stages in re. 
lation to the use of alcoho): 
Free sale, rational regula- 
tion and total prohibition, 
We have thus had an op- 
portunity to judge of the 
relative merits of the sys- 
tems. Briefly, | may sum 
up our experience by saying that the curve of re- 
striction apd consumption moved together, until the 
former reached the point below the minimum craving 
of human nature, when there was a rebound manifest- 
ing itself chiefly in a sudden increase of convictions 
for drunkenness caused by the use of denatured spirits. 

“Our first stage, that of free sale, was under what is 
known as the Goteborg system, the underlying princi- 
ple of which is the elimination of private profit from 
the sale of drink. It was also attempted to wipe out 
the mischievous effects of the traffic as much as pos- 
sible by closing saloons and establishing good, cheap 
restaurants for workingmen, where drinks were served 
with the food. The system did much good by stamping 
out the terrible saloon evil of former days. 

“Under the Goteborg system the sale of liquor in 
restaurants—known as the ‘on sale’—had decreased to 
a point where it constituted only one-tenth of the whole 
consumption, while the ‘off’ sale—that where liquor is 
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“The present legislation, which regulates the sale 
of all alcoholic drinks, with the exception of the weak- 
est malt beverage of not more than 3.6 per cent alcohol,

went into €ffect in the beginning of 1919. This may 
seem a short time for making any observations, but 
the law concerning distilled liquors has been in force 
since 1916, though it was not extended to include wines 
until 1919. 

“The motbok is a small book of detachable coupons 
on which the owner writes his name, leaving one as 
a receipt for each purchase of goods (liquor). He can 
buy only in one store of his own district, where a card 
is kept with his signature, and at every purehase his 
signatu.e must be compared with that on the card. 
Any individual who desires the ‘off’ purchase of wine 
and spirits must make application for a motbok to 
the company in the district.where he lives. He is re- 
quired }o fill out a rather elaborate form of identifi- 
cation, stating his name,’place of birth, ete. 


“When the application is received the company looks» 


up the record of the applicant to see whether he has 
ever been sentenced for drunkenness Or any other of- 
fense, whether he has ever been the recipient of public 
charity, or in other ways been the object of interfer- 
ence by the community. It is then) decided whether 
he is to be in any way restricted. The law stipulates as 
a maximum, which cannot be exceeded except in certain 
cases, approximately four quarts of alcoholic liquors 
per month. 

“The results have been very encouraging. Stock- 
holm is a city of 400,000 inhabitants, and, together with 
its suburbs, constitutes a district of 500,000 people. Up 
to date the number of motboks distributed in this dis- 
trict have been 100,000, After the introduction of the 
motbok in February, 1914, there was such an improve- 
ment in the general morale that it was acknowledged 
even by the opponents of the law. 

‘This improvement went on steadily until the be- 

\ 


ginning of 1918. That time may be said to be the 
breaking point in the system of rational restriction, 
because then the abnormal conditions due to the war 
had reached such a pass that consumption had to be 
curtailed beyond what would otherwise be considered 
reasonable. 

“In 1913 the cases ot drunkenness tried in the Stock- 
holm courts numbered 17,696. In 1914 the number had 
decreased to 11,878; in 1915, to 11,323; in 1916, to 9877. 
In 1917, when the amount sold on each motbok had 
to be reduced to two quarts for three months (the 
normal maximum being four quarts for one month), 
the convictions for drunkenness went down to 3749, the 
smallest number known. In 1918, however, in spite of 
continued small sales, the number increased in a most 
alarming manner. 

“The Central Hospital in Stockholm, where all cases 
of delirium tremens and other disease of alcoholism are 
sent, treated in 1913, the year before the pregent mot- 
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bok system went into effect, 623 cases, repre- 
- genting 584 persons. These figures have been 
reduced year by year, until in 1918 there were 
only 130 cases, representing 82 persons. / But, 
while the record for the whole year is better 
than before, the last four months show the 
same ominous change for the worse as the sta- 
tistics concerning convictions for drunkenness, 
In the months from September to December, 
1917, the cases brought into the hospital were 
six, five, five and five; in the corresponding 
months for 1918 they were 11, 16, 20 and 16. 


“So we could go on multiplying examples of 
the change this method of regulation has 
brought the country. Even the increasingly 
drastic measures necessitated by the depletion 
of the stock during the war seemed to have fa- 
vorable effects up to the end of 1917. 

“The difficulties in the way of a private indi- 
vidual satisfying what he considered legitimate 
and moderate demands had then reached such 
a point that the motbok had a commercial value, 
At the same time the private distillation of 
brandy, which had been unknown in Sweden 
for the past 70 years, flourished again, so that 
the apparatus were manufactured by the tens of 
thousands and were actually advertised in the news- 
papers. Alcohol intended for technical purposes, espe- 
clally motof spirits, was purified for drinking in 
spite of all precautions. The result was that drunk- 
enness and alcoholic diseases increased again to an 
appalling extent. In the fourth quarter of 1918, 1166 
cases of drunkenness could be traced to denatured 
spirits against only 56 in the fourth quarter of 1917. 

“The police have been powerless against this epi- 
demic of crime and disease. They declare that it is 
not as much due to the consumers themselves as to 
the sharks who grow rich on distilling brandy and 
purifying denatured spirits for commercial purposes. 

“Without wishing to draw. too sweeping conclu- 
sions from the Swedish gxperience, I feel justified in 
looking with suspicion on to#fal prohibition as a cure- 
ali for the evils of alcoholism. It behooves us to con- 
sider soberly not only the question whether it is nec- 
but also the 
technical dnd psychological sides of the problem—for 


_ instance, the reaction of public opinion, the difficulty 


of dealing with crime when it appears en masse, and 
the ease with which prohibition can be exploited for 
private gain.” 


Cows Yieid More When Milked to Music 


OLLOWING persistent rumors and scattered re- 

ports that musi¢ has proved valuable in making 

the work on the farm go more quickly and 

smoothly, comes definite information from the 
Electrical Exposition, just held in the Grand Central 
Palace, New York, that tests have been made in milk- 
ing the cows in its dairy exhibit’ to the accompani- 
ment of music, and that in each case observed the 
yield of milk was increased. 

Mr. H. M. Harvey of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., who had 
charge of the exhibit, made thd tests with six thor- 

oughbred cows, Guernseys 
\ and Holsteins, and is author- 
ity for the statement that, 
under the encouraging influ- 
ence of music, they gave from 
10 to 12 per cent more milk 
than their usual volume. 

An electrically operated 
phonograph was used in the 
demonstration, which played 
continuously during the milk- 
ing period. The selections 
used were of the classical 
‘type, mostly of slow measured 
cadence. 

Large crowds were attract- 
ed to the dairy exhibit 
throughout the duration of 
the exposition. Every day or so, a jocular individual 
would offer Mr. Harvey some such inspired suggestion 
as extending the test to include jazz and shimmy music 
in an effort to make the cows produce butter- 
milk. 

Previous experiments in the use of music in dairies 
have been conducted on the theory that music, par- 
ticularly of the softer kind, would calm the animals 
and that quiet cows would give.a larger yield than 
those that were nervous and fidgety. At first it was 
found that the unusual sounds of the phonograph or 
other instrument used startled the cows and dimin- 
ished the supply of milk, but at the next milking” 
with the music the increase far exceeded the previous 
decrease. a: 

The whole subject of the use of music on farms 
will no doubt soon receive as much attention as is be- 


ing given to its use in mercantile and industrial 
plants.

His customary raiment would probably be 
looked at askance by a self-respecting hobo, 
and yet his fortune is estimated at between 
three and four millions! 

Wealth, always a capricious mistress, has 
never chosen a stranger object upon whom 
to lavish her golden caresses than this full- 
blooded Creek Indian, Jackson Barnett of 
Henryetta, Ok. He is often to b@# seen ram- 
bling along the streets of the city, and a 
stranger, until enlightened by some native, 
would be not a little puzzled at the universal 
deference, the smiles and bows, which attend 
the progress of the disheveled old brave. 

He was born back in the blanket days in 
the old Indian Territory, near Fort Sill, 
There was nothing to differentiate bim as 
a future favorite of fortune from hundreds 
of other papooses. When the United States 
Government offered him an education, he de- 
clined without the formality of thanks. He 
found it far more interesting to roam about 
the woods with his bow and arrow, tn ®earch 
of game. So that he can neither read, write 
nor “figger;’’ aside from speaking good English, his 
sole accomplishment is an inborn skill at taking care 
of himself in a ‘‘dicker.” 

When the Government presented 
160 acres of land as a homestead, 
and picked out for 
mulgee County, 


each Indian with 
luck took a hand 
Jackson a quarter section in Ok- 
near what is now Henryetta. From 
ali appearances this~ section was no better and no 
worse than other allotments made to Indians to serve 
as homes and farms. So far as Jackson lived on it, the 
section was his home, but as a farm in his hands it

to live, but since they have everything 
sire on their own reservation, they have 
to go to. the district peopled by the healthful. A most 
elaborate system of bathing was designed, and here 
thousands congregate daily. Cleanliness is one of ahe 
strictest requirements, and while the patients are tak- 
ing the chaulmoogra treatment the baths are used on 
a large scale. 

Up to the first experiments made with this vegetable 
oll, extracted from the seeds of the chaulmoogra tree, 
which grows prolifically in the East Indies, leprosy 
was regarded as impossible of cure. Lepers were 
shunned and treated with ccntempt and utter loath- 
ing. . People fled at their approach and sought to keep 
them away from their springs and water courses, fear- 
ing contamination and infection. In the Middle Ages 
they were shown less consideration in Europe and the 
East than animals, because of the fear that disaster 
would attend their very touch. Thus it was that the 
miserable sufferers were wanderers, going from place 
to place with their hooded gowns and their tinkling 
bells in. hand, to warn the “clean” that something 
“unclean” was approaching. 

Time and civilization made the sad lot of the leper 
more endurable; no longer is he scorned and driven 
from place to place by those who follow the command 
* of self-preservation. Every country has provided colo- 
nies and institutions where the victims are free to

move about as they please, without bells or hoods or , 


other distinctive marks Humane methods have re- 
placed the barbarous practices of other centuries, and 
now, throwgh the application of the perfected chaul- 
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f was ouly six years ago that oll was 
By firet avast ah hia farm. Since that time 
more than 14,000,000 barrels of oll have 
been taken Trom his land, of which one- 
eighth accrues to him itn royalties. Hts 
income, as was remarked above, is today 
in the neighborhood of $50,000 a month, 
or $600,000 a year. Wealth pours ite glit- 
tering stream into his coffera at the rate 
of nearly $2000 a day, without his ever 
having turned a hand over to earn it. As 
he shambles along the streeta with his 
humble. amile for those who greet him, 
one can imagine that fortune is following 
him and thrusting into his pocket $1.33 
for every minute he walks. So far aa the

Jackson Barnett, illiterate Indian that 
he is, was one of the firat men in the 
country, it is said, to purchase Liberty 
Bonds on a large acale. He bought heav-

tributing liberally to every other war 
activity je is holding on to hia Liberty 
Bonds. too, and at present possesses more 


than $1,400,000 of them. 

He has latterly become very religious, 
and his particular form of helping the 
cause ia to contribute generously to the 
building of new churches. He recently 
presented—or caused to be presented: in 
hie behalf—a check for $25,000 to the 
First Baptist Church of Henryetta, as his 
donation towards a new $65,000 edifice. 
Commissioner Cato Sella has stated that 
thie was the first time in the history of 
the Indian Department that ar Indian has 
presented a reqpest that such an account 
be transferred to a church. He has never 
married, and, according to his own coy 
confession, has never even had a ‘sweet- 
heart. He lives a contented life In a com- 
fortable home. 

Jackson Barnett ts the object of much 
flattering attention from the United States 
Government.

moogra preparation, there is hope held out.to many 
who could see only hopelessness as their lot in life. 

Though leprosy is one of the oldest diseases which 
afflicts mankind, there is little known about its origin. 
Hieroglyphics dug out of the ruing of ancient Egypt 
show that it was dreaded and ghe subject of serious 
concern 2000 years before the Christian era. It was 
prevalent in India 3000 years before the Caesars un- 
dertook the government of Rome, and it has been in 
evidence thfoughout the world ever since, though it 
has been regarded as a malady that thrived only in 
tropical places. Its spread is not rapid, like the ordi- 
nary epidemics, but at times cases are developed in 
northern climates, which are mystifying to physicians 
Gen@rally, however, the cases are traced to some of the 
countries where the disease is always prevalent. Near- 
ly every large city in the United States has had lepers 
to deal with, and the rule is to isolate them as soon 
as the cases are discovered. Louisiana has a settle- 
ment for the victims and Massachusetts maintains a 
separate hospital for them at Penikese Island in Buz- 
zards Bay. Figures recently compiled showed that 
there were but 146 cases on the mainland of the United 
States, with a total of 4283 for this country and ite 
noncontiguous possessions. 

In the past quarter of a century there have been but 
four cases treated by the St. Louls medical officials 


The first of these was a sailor named Brennan, who. 


was only alightly afflicted. He contracted tte disease 
a‘ Singapore. He’was at quarantine for a long while 
and eventually died of some other ailment. The next 
was a Chinaman named Gong, who took leave of the

4 WENTY lepers cured and paroled 
from one hospital!” Such was the 
announcement recently cabled from 
Honolulu, metropolis of the Hawaiian 
group. The message carried hope to 
thousands of the grievously afflicted 


in various parts of the world. Of all> 


the ailments to which mankind is subject, leprosy has 
from time immemorial been considered the most ap- 
palling. The appearance of its primary symptoms was 
always accepted as tantamount to condemnation to a 
living death for the victim, isolated from society and 
shunned even by the nearest and dearest of kin. 


Throughout the world there are many colonies and 
lazarets, particularly in the Orient, where, only lepers 
are confined, and the triumph scored in the Kalihi 
Hospital of Hawaii, through the application of the 
chaulmoogra oil treatment, was received with jmpres- 
sive emotion in these living tombs. However, it was 
not the first glowing report that has followed the in- 
jection of the oil as a specific. Three years ago somu 
almost miraculous cures were effected through ths 
game treatment at the Culion Colony, maintained by 
the United States Government 200 miles southwest of 
Manila, in the Philippines. On that occasion 23 pa- 
tients were pronounced free from the disease after they 
had been under observation for two years following 
the disappearance of the markings of the malady.

The 
great work and example of Fa- 
ther Damien at the Kalaupapa 
leper settlement on the Island 
of Moloxai furnished the inspi- 
ration for radical reforms in 
the care of these unfortunates. 


laid down his lifé in his mis- 
sion of self-sacrifice, but he 
succeeded in arousing a world 
interest in the pitiful plight of 
the outcasts, and the example 
he set in making their lot more 
endurable bore fruit in many 
quarters. Before he contracted 
the malady tre had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing progress made by 
all of the leading Governments 
in caring properly for the vic- 
tims of the disease. Thus it 
came that England began in 
earnest to correct and greatly 
improve conditions among the 
lepers in India and in her other 
colonies. . 

When the United States took 
over the government of the 
PHilippines, one of the first 
problems was presented by the 
manner of handling lepers on 
the islands of the Archipelago. 
The system was archaic, and af- 
flicted persons were permitted 
to drift freely among those who 
might be susceptible to the dis- 
ease. Instant measures were 
decided upon to better this sit- 
uation, and following a survey 
for a permanent plan, the Gov- 
ernment selected the Island of 
Culion for the establishment 
and maintenance of a colony. 
This island, which forms one of 
the Calamines group, is about
